THE BOOMERANG. 


WHAT THIS CRUDE WEAPON CAN 


ACTUALLY 
ACCOMPLISH. 


Many ol the Fables Told About It Ex- 


ploded—The Cockatoo Story Made Oat oi 
"Whole Cloth"—There Is No Occasion to 
tavent Stories About the Uncanny Thing. 
More has been written and less Is un- 


derstood of the boomerang than of almost 
any other weapon. It is generally known 
to be a flat stick of wood bent into a 
shape which suggests the combination 
of a V and a U, although with the ex- 
tremities spread apart until they are at 
right angles with each other. In point 
of fact, boomerangs are «Jf-ahDost every 
shape, from semi-circular to nearly 
straight, and seem to depend for their 
efficiency not so much upon the evident 
form as upon the curves which are 
shown upon their flat sides. If one takes 
a boomerang and looks along its sharp 
outer edge it is seen that this edge pre- 
sents a wavy appearance—a delicately 
adjusted sinuosity like the line of a long 
scre-e. This curve ia not elaborately 
fashioned or smoothed into evenness; 
ttie naxd wood of which the boomerang 
is usually made, being picked out with 
short blows from a sharpened flint held 
in the hand, almost always shows, in- 
deed, infinite Irregularities. 


SO UNIFORM PLAN. 


What rule of construction the savage 


artificer follows ev&a he himself would 
probably be unable to say. Yet he has 
some definite plan in mind, no doubt, for 
white he chips and pecks away at the 
wood he takes frequent squints along its 
edge to see how his curves are progress- 
ing. I have never seen two boomerangs 
that were just alike, but all aio similar 
in their relations of curves along the flat 
side. The boomerang maker knows in- 
stinctively just where his boomerang 
will go when ho throws it, although he 
never seems to aim any two in the same 
way. 


More lies have been told about the 


boomerang than can be well enumerated, 
and nearly every Australian traveler 
comes back with a fresh assortment. 
One hears of men who can so throw a 
boomerang that it kills an enemy behind 
a tree and then comes cheerfully flutter- 
ing back to its owner, who thereupon 
hurls, it on a fresh mission of carnage. 
A flock of frightened cockatoos, speed- 
ing in intricate gyrations through air to 
escape the attack of natives who want a 
bird for dinner, are pursued at every 
turn by these erratic weapons, which 
strike them down a dozen each, and so 
return to the hand that cast them. Old 
wives' fables these, at which Australians 
laugh, knowing in tho nature of things 
their falsity. 
la the first place the var boomerang 


is not made for return, and is only 
slightly bent, so that it may go hopping 
and bounding along the earth like a hoop, 
and make capacious holes in the bodies 
of the adversary. These are of hard, 
heavy wood, and ugly things to be hit 
withal; but the return boomerang is 
sUmply a plaything, or to be used in 
light hunting, and although it might give 
a man a painful rap, could not seriously 
injure him. As for the cockatoo story, 
it has this much of truth, that a native 
boomerang hurler, if he saw a flock fly- 
ing by him in a straight course, could so 
cast his weapon as to come upon them 


' unawares at a given point in their flight, 


and, perhaps, knock ono down—but his 
boomerang would drop, too, having no 
power of flight after it has struck any- 
thing. 


WHAT IT WILL REALLY DO. 


The boomerang is sufficiently remark- 


able without being regarded in the light 
of a long bow, and drawn by every tour- 
ist in the colonies. It is held perpen- 
dicularly and taken firmly in the hand 
by one of its extremities, with the other 
pointed forward, and is hurled with a 
full arm and assisted by a run and swing 
of the whole body. A slight turn of tho 
wrist at the moment of discharge causes 
it to assume various erratic coursas. 
Sometimes it will fly straightforward 
for 100 or even 200 yards, then rise 
sharply to a great height, lose its force, 
and flutter down to the feet of the 
thrower. Again, it will rise in the air, 
swoop down with immense rapidity, and 
skim around in a great semi-circle a few 
inches from the ground, rise onco more 
and return to the spot whence it started. 


It will also start off in a great swoop 


to the right, reverse it and turn to the 
left, skim around the thrower in a series 
of ever narrowing circles, and, finding 
their center, fall into it like on exhausted 
bird. There is something uncanny about 
the thing; its movements are BO \mex- 
. pected and out of reason that it seems to 
be alive and to take a savage delight In 
strange shoots and dashes, which make 
tho "new chum" (Australian equivalent 
fo* "tenderfoot") dodge every time it 
turns lest it should knock him' on the 
head. 


The yarn about tho Australian blacks 


always throwing the boomerang with 
their backs to tho object they desire to 
hit is a piece of the same "whole cloth" 
as the cockatoo fabla and the lie about 
the missile returning to its owner after 
killing the gentleman behind the tree. 
An expert thrower can cause his boomer- 
ang to shoot behind him after a short 
preliminary excursion in front, and come 
very near a given object; but if he really 
wants to hit anything, either in'hunting 
or war, he doesn't fool away his time 
with the return boomerang, but throws 
the heavy, nearly straight one, which 
goes direct to the mark without ony 
flourishes. Such Is the boomerang—a 
two-formed utensil, with ono shape used 
tear business, tho other for sport.—Cor. 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican.

MARKSMEN IN THE AMY, 


THE DISCIPLINE THAT MAKES OUR 


SOLDIERS EXPERTS. 


The Country Has Not a Largo Military 


Force, bat the Boys in Bine Are Bemark- 
able for Their Facility in Handling the 
Kifle—How They Are Tangbt and Trained. 
The United States has a very extensive 


territory, yet it has the smallest regular 
army of any civilized power of nearly 
equal territorial extent. 
Still, with 


American ideas and policy, the gallant 
little force seems amply sufficient to 
guard the country. Peace is so much 
the policy of our nation that even the 
small army finds little to do. The great 
Indian tribes have been corralled within 
their reservations, and the life of the 
United States soldier is now narrowed 
down to the stereotyped military code. 
Weary with the some old ceremonies 
from year to year, practiced until the 
regular tactics are absolutely perfect, 
they have developed the principal gar- 
rison duty, target shooting, into a science 
of remarkable accuracy. The pleasure 
of the practice and the spirit of emula- 
tion aroused combine to make them the 
most skilled marksmen in the world. 


Tlitli BEAT THE WORLD. 


The rifle used is the ordinary Spring- 


field service pattern, a breech loader, 
carrying seventy grains of powder and 
BOO grains of lead, common service sights 
t1 at never get out of order. 


Our little army may be deficient in 


many ways, but in tho matter of rifle 
shooting to hit and with the object of 
hitting to kill (the business in which tho 
soldier is presumed to be particularly 
efficient), it certainly stands first in the 
world. 
Another great advantage, al- 


though not a pleasant one, has been con- 
tinuous and almost everlasting stations 
on the remote frontier. Surrounded with 
large and small game, what wonder that 
men, whose business it is to kill, always 
seized every opportunity for hunting? 


To be perfectly fair, our marksmen are 


so'far in advance of the best European 
soldiers, that, so far as execution is con- 
cerned, the latter would have no show 
whatever when pitted against our own 
regulars, 
European armies, -though 


armed with a longer range .gun, yet lack 
practice and accuracy. 


They are trained to volley shooting in- 


stead of individual aim, and the result is 
that fully half o? the men firo at random 
into the air. Uncle Sam's man has to 
depend upon himself. European nations 
nurse their dislike of eaeh other and their 
military training partakes of it. They 
paymoro attention to hatching up new 
schemes to hurt each other thdn hitting 
the bull's eye. They are able to pierce, 
times without number, a. target in the 
flhaya of an effigy of a Frpnch soldier, 
but "would miss zit every shot an Ameri- 
can target, Neii/her the French, Ger- 
mans, Belgians nor Hussions have the 


Ul of the Americans in sighting their 


gSia or in handling their pieces. 


Routine duty oil the frontier is about 


as follows: The soldier gets $13 per 
month straight pay, rations, clothing, 
and a certain allowance which is paid 
him on the date of his discharge; an in- 
crease for each year's service or re-en- 
listment; additional remuneration if pro- 
moted corporal, sergeant or artificer; 
extra pay if worked as a carpenter, 
plasterer or mechanic, and lots of other 
perquisites too small to mention. Guard 
duty is the hardest in tho service, and 
to this the soldier is eligible about one 
day in six, 


SOLDIER LIFE. 


Three roll calla a day, reveille, retreat 


and tattoo (if a cavalryman, stables twice 
a day); drills Mondays or Fridays, dress 
parade every evening, and target prac- 
tice whenever weather permits. Each 
company in the service is provided with 
a pair of breech loading shotguns, a cer- 
tain annual allowance of powder, shot, 
wad and shell, and these aro open to 
everybody for hunting purposes when 
not employed on other duty. The soldier 
can then amuse himself knocking over 
jack rabbits, bagging sage hens and prai- 
rie chickens, and missing as many ducks 
and wild geese as he wants to. 


Tours of detached service are merely 


picnics. Large game of some kind can 
almost always be found, and what better 
sport could any one ask? There is one 
undeniable fact about a five years' term 
in the United States army. All sorts of 
material are caught for soldiers; the beer 
drinking Teuton, the bull dog English- 
man, the fun loving Irishman, the igno- 
rant darky, and, ia fact, men of all na- 
tionalities and all climes. They come to 
us as bright as meteors and as verdant 
as cucumbers; but no matter how green 
and unsophisticated the recruit may be 
when he joins, he has developed into a 
fine marksman when he leaves the army, 
and with decidedly more sense than ho 
was enlisted with. 


The bump of fun is exceedingly large 


in the average soldier of tho line. Gen- 
erally, as remarked, they are young men 
in the prime of manhood, of fino physique 
and perfect in every way (elso they 
would not have been accepted by the re- 
cruiting officer), who look upon the term 
of enlistment ta a sort of lark, and pro- 
pose to get as much amusement and fun 
out of the five years as possible. Aston- 
ishing as it may seem, yet it is neverthe- 
less true that it is no easy matter to en- 
list in the United Stages army. Nineteen 
out of twenty applicants are rejected for 
cause, and tike twentieth man must be 
up to the mark, or he is liable to travel 
the road of his nineteen predecessors. 


After" enlistment expires a majority of 


tho. discharged soldiers, -who originally 
came from some of the states back east, 
never return to their former homes. 
Civilization, with all its drawbacks, has 
lost its charms for them, and BO they 
stick to the west and grow up with the 
country. Long service and extensive 
scouting over the plains have cured them 
of city life and a straggle for existence. 
They either take up land claims some* 
where, buy farms from the railroads or 
drift to ranching or stock raising. Many 
of them prefer 'cowboy life, which a term 
of service in the army, saddle and scout- 
tog work especially equips them f«(— 
New Toik Star.

Of the Town of Eeno, Washoe 


County, State of Nevada- 


An Ordinance to Eegulatc Houses of 


Ill-Fame nnd for Other Purposes, 
Connected Therewith. 


T 


TIE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
of Waeuoe conaty, State of Nevada,do ords>n 


as follows, 


SECTION 1. That it shall b* unlawful for any 
owner or agent of any owner, or any other person, 
to keep any house of ill-famc, or to let or rent to 
any person whomsoever for~any length of time 
whatever, to be kept or used as a honee of ill fame 
or resort for the purpose of prostitution, any 
bouse, room or structure situated within four 
hundred yards of any school house or school-room 
used by any public or private school, situated 
within said town, of Beno. 


SEO. 2. That it shall l>o unlawful for any owner 
or agent of any owner to let or rent to rent to any 
woman of Ill-fume fcr tho purposes of her voca- 
tion for any length of time whatever, any house, 
room or structure, or for any woman of ill-lame 
to carry ofi bor vocation in any house, room or 
atiuctvre situated within four hundred yards of 
any scholhouse or school room used by any public 
or private school within the limits of said town of 
Keno. 


SEO. 3 That It shall be unlawful for any woman 


of i l-faiue to prosecute her i ocatinn within the 
town limits without first having obtained a certifi- 
cate from the County Olori certiiyiQK under his 
hind and tho seal of the county oi Washoe, tbat 
she has registered ber name, age, the number of 
her bouse, or place whore she carries on her voca- 
tion, and the name of thestreft at which and in 
which she carries on ber Bald vocation. 


SEO. 4, Tbat it is hereby made tbe duty of tbe 
County Clerk at the expense oi the town, to provide 
a book for the purpose ot registering the names, 
ages, numbers oi residences and tho mme of the 
streets at which and in which, any woman of ill- 
Jame carries on her business, to register the same 
and upon presentation to him of the certificate of 
the Chiefs of Police hereinafter provided for, to ia- 
6uo to any such woman of ill fame the certificate 
provided for in Section Three of this ordinance 


Sno. 5, It shall be tbe duty of the ohli f of Po- 
lice to furnish any such woman of ill-fame a cer- 
tificate directed to the County Clerk of Washoe 
county, certifying, (if such be the fact) that her 
place of residence and tbe place where »be carri«« 
on bit vocation, ia not within four hundred yards 
from any common or private schoolhouse within 
the said town of Reno. 


SEC. C; Any person violating any of the provis. 
ions oi this ordinance shall bo deemed guiuy of a 
nuisance and upon conviction thereof shnll be 
Quid in any sum not creator than fno huudrtd 
dollars oi imprisoned In tho County Jail nf suid 
Washoe county for a term notexceedingmx ulofctbs 
or both such nne and imprisonment 


SEO 7, This ordinance shall be and remain In 
full force anrl effect from and after thirty days 
from its publication.

ance* Within the Town of Beno, and 
to Prevent the Same, and to 
Punishment Therefor and the Re- 
moval Thereof. 


Th« Board of County Commissioner* of th« 
county of Waahoe, BUte of Nevada. do ordain u 


"SXCTIOK 1. That no penon (ball bang or main- 
tain. any ilgn, awning 01 other •txacture over ana 
acroei any sidewalk unless roch algn, awning or 
structure shall be at l»a»t ten feet above the tide. 


Bzo 9. Tbat no person aball place or maintain 
any permanent leat on any street. alley or aide- 
walk; and it shall be Ibe duty of tbe Chief of Po- 
lice and all peace officer! to snmnurily remove 
any anch obstruction 
_ 
Bxo. 3. That no penon aball obstruct, In any 
manner, In whole or in part or at all, any atreet, 
alley or sidewalk within the town of Beno; pro- 
vided, nothing herein contained ehail prohibit 
any merchant or other penon doing business in 
any building fronting on any atreet, (front mean- 
ing main entrance), from occupying a space not to 
eioeed three feet on tte Inside of the sidewalk in 
front of such main entrance, and occupying a 
space not exceeding two feet on the inside of said 
walk used or to be used as show windows, all of 
which spaces can be used only for tbe sole use and 
purpose of displaying goods, wares and merchan 
Slse; and provided farther that nothing herein 
shall prohibit any merchant or tradesman from 
the use of the sidewalk in front of his place of 
business, a reasonable time not exceeding six 
boors, to receive anil ship any goods, wares or 
merchandbe, provided that a space not lees than 
six feet wide on such sidewslk shall be kept open 
and clear for tbe accommodation of tbe public.
